TO ENACT JOB CREATION PROGRAM 

Congress should fund half a million public jobs, to 
alleviate rising unemployment and to assist job-ready welfare 
recipients to become economically self-sufficient. Sar Levitan, 
director, and Frank Gallo, anaylyst of The George Washington 
University Center for Social Policy Studies made this 
recommendation in a report entitled "Spending to Save: Expanding 
Employment Opportunities." 

"Job creation is a demonstrably cost-effective means of 
lessening the unemployment and hardship caused by recessions and 
reducing dependency on welfare," say the authors. The federal 
government has combatted recessions with jobs programs in every 
economic downturn during the past three decades. 

The price tag for a jobs program recommended by the authors 
would amount to approximately $6 billion. Congress could 
appropriate these funds under the emergency provision of the 1990 
deficit reduction legislation.

Advisors' forecast that more than 8 million will face forced 
idleness during the next two years. The authors say the proposed 
jobs would absorb only about 15 percent of the "excess" 
unemployment above four percent during the next two years. 

"Spending to Save" cites several examples of how the 
benefits of jobs programs mitigate, if not outweigh, the costs. 
"First, the wages replace a portion of welfare and unemployment 
insurance payments; second, income taxes on subsidized jobs 
directly return money to government treasuries. Lastly, the 
resulting services and labor intensive public works provide 
useful and sometimes enduring benefits to society." 

The authors also argue "The costs of doing nothing about 
recessionary unemployment are substantial, even if they do not 
appear as a line item in the federal budget. Increases in 
mortality, health problems, crime and divorce have accompanied 
past recessionary unemployment."

BACKGROUND: 


On Nov. 6, 1990, Sharon Pratt Dixon became the country's 
first African-American woman to-be elected mayor of a major urban 
city. Her come-from-behind mayoral victory follows more than 20 
years of involvement in Washington, DC, and national politics. 

Upon taking office, Mayor Dixon quickly sought economic 
recovery for the District. She called on government agencies to 
reduce spending and redirect resources to improve city services, 
and convinced Congress to approve a $100 million emergency¬ 
funding support measure. 

Prior to her election, Dixon worked for the Potomac 
Electric Power Company (PEPCO), rising to the position of vice 
president. A lawyer by trade, Dixon also served as an 
instructor at the Antioch School of Law and was appointed to the 
D.C. Law Revision Commission. One of the major changes during 
her tenure as vice chair of the commission was the transfer of 
the District Criminal Code Authority to the D.C. Council. 

A native Washingtonian, Dixon received both her B.A. in 
political science and juris doctor degrees from Howard 
University in 1965 and 1968, respectively.

MULTICULTURALISM VS WESTERNISM: 

TRACHTENBERG CALLS FOR TRUCE 

WASHINGTON, DC — The National Association of Scholars 
(NAS) and its proponents must reach a compromise with 
multiculturalists, Stephen Joel Trachtenberg told Phi Beta 
Kappans on Friday (5/10). Trachtenberg, president of The George 
Washington University and a long-time member of Phi Beta Kappa, 
delivered the keynote address for the prestigious honorary 
society's inaugural luncheon. 

His speech examined the continuing conflict between 
traditionalists who believe that Western studies are fundamental 
to an undergraduate education and multiculturalists who insist 
that college curricula should reflect diverse perspectives. 

He compared current students to previous generations and 
recommended setting a new educational course. He pointed out 
that today's students are products of television and the visual 
age, which has drastically altered learning styles. Today, he 
said, educators must actively stimulate both an intellectual 
response and an emotional response from their students. He 



suggested that proponents of the Western tradition have failed to 
identify elements in traditional education which will elicit this 
emotional response or stimulate the learning process for today's 
students.

LIEBOWITZ AS FOREIGN ASSOCIATE 

Harold Liebowitz, the L. Stanley Crane Professor at The 
George Washington University School of Engineering and Applied 
Science (SEAS), has been elected a Foreign Associate for the 
Engineering Academy of Japan (EAJ).
